WHEREAS: it is expedietit to regulate vehicles kept for hire and 
‘gain in the City of Victoria, so as to prevent them from encum- 
bering the streets, , 


Be it therefoge enacted by the Mayor and Council of the Corporation 
’ of the, City of Victoria as follows: r 


1.—Thaf the following described places shall be the only stands 
on which it ghall be lawful to place for hire buggies, carriages, coaches, 
cabs or suchlike vehicles, namely :— 
Alérg the centre of Yates Street trom Government Street 
westward, along the west side of Broad Street from Yates 
Street southward, and Bastion Square; the vehicles to be in 
single line. 
2.—That the following described places shall be the only stands 
for which itishall be lawful to place for hire express waggons, carts or 
such like véhicles, namely :— 
Along the centre of Government Street from Yates Street 
nofthward, and along the south side of Fort Street from Gov- 
tae Street Westward, and that such vehicles be in single 
link. _ 
3.—That no person having charge of any buggy, carriage, coach, 
cab, cart, waggon, or other vehicle kept for gain, as aforesaid, shall 
wantonly stiap or flourish his whip, nor at any time needlessly leave 
such buggy} carriage, coach, cab, cart, waggon, or other vechicle, nor 
shall he a use of any obscene or impertinent language of any kind 
whatsoever; while in charge thereof. 
4.—Tliat no driver, carter or cabman, or other person, shall un- 
reasonably'or cruelly beat, or otherwise ill-use, any horse or animal 
under his care within the said City. 
5.—That any person guilty of any infraction of any of the provis- 
ions of this By-Law, shall. ou conviction before the Police Magistrate, 
or other Justice of the Peace, for the said City, forfeit, at the discre- 
tion of the Police Magistrate or Justice of the Peace convicting, a sum 


= 


ot money tibt exceeding $25 00 for each offence, and in default of pay- 
ment of any such fine, together with costs of prosecution, it shall be 
lawful for the Police Magistrate or other Justice of the Peace convict- 
ing as aforésaid, to issue his or their warrant to levy the amount of 
fine and costs by distress and sale of the offenders goods and chattels, 
and in eas¢ no sufficient distress to satisfy the amount of fine and costs 
shall be fognd, it shall be lawful for the Police Magistrate or Justice of 
the Peace gs aforesaid, to commit the offender to the Common Gaol 
for any petiod not exceeding one month. 

6.—This By-Law may be cited for all purposes as “The Vehicles 
Regulation By-Law, 1873.” i

spuliate’ to investigate the charges 
made by- Mr. Huntington against the 
Government, of having sold the charter 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway to Sir 
Hugh Allen & Co., for certain monetary 
considerations, to be employed by the 
Government and their friends in buying 
up constituencies during the general elec- 
tions held in 1872. So far as the evidence 


elicited of a criminating character against 
Sir Jobo A. Macdonald or any member 
otf the Government. In fact the tendency 
of the evidence is altogether in an op- 
posite direetion. The first witness ex- 
amioed wasthe Hon. Henry- Starnes, of 
Montreal, the gentleman in whose bands 
a sealell packet was placed by Mr. Ab- 
bott for séfe keeping on behalf of Sir 
Hugh Allea and Mr. G. W. MeMallen. 
When asked by the Commissioners to 
deliver up the papers he did so, bet ob- 
jected to their being opened without first 
obtaining the consent of Sir Hugh Allan. 
Hon. Mr. Abbott bere presented a note 
from Sir Hugh consenting to the package 
belog opened, but objecting to any papers 
being used or published anless found to 
contain evidence to be legally and jadici- |}-——A 
ally used in the case. The package was 
then opened, bat the documents were not 
read. It is generally believed that the 
docamests contained in the package are 
either in whole of in part the same as 
bave already heen made public, consist- 
ing of confidential correspondence be- 
tween Sir Hugh Allan aud Messrs. Mc- 
Mallen aod Smith, of Chicago.’ Possibly, 
“however, there may be other documents 
that have never yet seen the light pob 

licly; if it were not 80, we fail to ac any 
force in the condition exacted by Sir 
Hogh against their being wade public 
unless foand to contain evidence to be 
legally and judicially used in the case.

lengthy and detailed account of the var- 
ious interviews bad with Sir Hugh Allan, 


MecMallan and others, io relation to the 
organization of the Pac: ‘fe Railway Company 
but denied in the most unequivocal terms 
that aoy understanding was come to witb the 
Goveroment, Sir Hugh Allan and Mr. Ab- 
bott, one of the members of the Honse of 
Commors of Canada, that Sir Hugh Allan 
and bis friends should advance a large sum of 
money for the purpose of aiding the i 
of Ministers and their supporters at the tne 
ensuing general elections, and that be aaa 
his friends should receive the contract for the 
construction of the railway,but admitted that 
Sir Hugh was a liberal contributor to the 
election fund, but could not say as to what 
According to Sir Francis’ testi- 
» mony, the Goveroment were from first to last 
G@ppesed to baving anything whatever to do 
with American capitalists in connection with 
“the building of the Canada Pacific Railway. 
Mr. Andrew Allan and Mr. E. L. DeBelle- 
feuille were also examined under oath, bat 
the only fact of public interest elicited was 
from the last named gentleman, viz., that Sir 
Hugh Allan bad advanced the sum of $7,000 
to Mr. Beaubien, the member for Hocbelaga, 
toward the payment of expenses incurred at 
“bis election. However this may effect Mr. 
Beaubien’s- character as a member of the 
House of Commons, it certainly cannot affect 
the Government, as there is nothing to show 
that the Government, either directly or indi- 
rectly, knew anything about the transaction, 
until it was made kaown before the Commis- 
sion, as above stated. Let it, however, be 
, (Ja wind that the Commissioners bave 
jést commenced their labors, and that 
there way be important revelations made be- 
fore their labors come to a close. As for Mr. 
Hao , he declines to come before the 
Commission, aod whatever evidence he may 
preede to justify the serious charge 
e has preferred against the Government, 
be intends not to reveal until be is in « posi- 
tion to do vo before the House of Commons. 
It would appear, also, that it is the intention 
of-Geo. W. McMullen to follow the course 
which Mr. Huotiogton has thought prayer to 
pursae in relation to this matter, and that be 
will not appear before the Commission to 
give evidence. “What effect this may have 


v apon the general issue, we cannot tell. It is 


eértainly calculated to leave the matter in a 
very unsatisfactory state, inasmuch as it will 
defer final action thereon until the next 
meeting of Parliament, when, in all likeli- 
hood, the whole evidence will have to be 
goue over again. As we have before ob- 
served, the evidence so far is entirely io favor 
of the Government. Not the first tittle has 
been elicited fe show that Sir Jobn A, Mac- 
Aonald, or any other member of the Govern- 
ment, had any more to do with Sir Hugh |}. 
Allan's private negotiations, than the man in 
the moon. Huntington, Sir Hugb, and Geo. 
W. McMullen are yet to be beard from, and 
until they bave made a clean breast of all 
they know, and they profess to know a great 
deal more than has yet been made public, it 
would be impolitic, at least, to express any 
decided opinion one way or the other in 

to. the question at issue. So far

Goverament, aed we most heartily wish it 
may continue-se until the end.

Sir Henry Rawlinson sends to the Times the 
ollowing letter, which bas just reached him 
from Sir Samuel Baker, and which centaigs 
intelligence of a niuch later date than is fuji 
nished in a communication to Mr. Larkin: > 


The enclosure to Sir Samuel’s letter, which 
was addressed to Sir Roderick Marchisog, 
and which I have accordingly banded to Sir 
Bartle Frere for communication to the Royal 
Geographical Society, gives avery graphic 
account of the hostilities with Kabrega aid 
the slave dealers, which lead to those sinister 
stories rezarding the fate of the Baker exp@- 
dition that were circulated in Alexandria a 
few months ago; and the letter also containgd | 
an abstract of the information furnished ff 
Sir Samuel Baker by native merchants of 
Karagwe as to the junction of Lake Taogag- 
yika with the Albert Nyanza, so as to form

ever, convincing to Sir Samuel Baker at t 
time, cannot, of course, bold its grougd 
against the positive evidence to the contragy 
since acquired by Livingstone and Stanley 
and, indeed, it will be seen from the letter 
now publi-hed that when Baker, on bis arej+ 
val at Kbartoum, learned of Livingston's visit 
to the north end of Tanganyika without djg- 
covering any oatlet, be was rasher inclined'to 
mistrust the stacement of bis African inform 
ants. From the roate which Baker gives, Ml 
would seem that the merchants sailing down 
the Albert Nyansa left the Inke at Miporote, 
to pass, in two days’ march, to Karagwe and 
thea retraced their steps westward -to the 
Russda or Loanda, which they supposed to 
be a continuation of the Albers Nyanza, 
by which they descend into Tanganyika. Jt 
is not so easy to explain the statement of the 
Uganda edvoys, that there was a contisuogs 
water passage irom Oi to the north end of 
the Albert Lake ; bnt it cannot be accepted, 
in the face of Livingstove's discovery, that 
the river at the north end of Tanganyika:

FEARFUL REVENGE FOR DISCLOSING MA-
